Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 36-45 and 47-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the 
personal interview of 1/22/2009, the Office indicated the limitation of adding an 
unpredictable flow mark to the particular traffic flow when said extension headers are 
constantly changing would overcome the prior art. The prior art does not teach this 
limitation in combination with when the traffic flow has the unpredictable flow mark, 
performing a serial traversal of the extension headers, and when the traffic flow does 
not have the unpredictable flow mark, storing the extension header data in the cache to 
be read in the future in parallel.
